1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Examiner's rejection was overturned by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences 
on 4/27/12. According to the BPAI, the Yamaoka and Dalla Betta references do not 
teach calculating the fuel combustion time interval.
